Fours Reached in Four, out of Five Competitions—1927 ’Spiel to be Held at Cran 
brook-W. Cameron Elected President of C. N. P. C A. at Annual Meeting 
Last Evening—Four Coleman Rinks Still in The Running. 


To the-“skirl of the pipes” twen¬ 
ty-four rinks got away on good ice 
at eleven o’clock on Monday morn¬ 
ing in the first draw of the 16th an¬ 
nual bonspiel of the Crow’s Nest 
Pass Curling Association Seven¬ 
teen visiting rinks, Cameron, of 
Cr&nbroSk; Herchmer, Liphardt, 
Stewart, Kastner and Wallace, of 
Fernie; Fisher of Michel; Morgan, 
Wilson and Hughes of Blairmore; 
Keys, Hanson, Emmerson and Kerr 
of Bellevue; Boesenberry, McMuido 
and Kelly of Pincher, together with 
Powell, Allan, Boulton, Kellock. 
Moores, Bell and McBurney of the 
Coleman club comprised the repre¬ 
sentation. 

Lethbridge, Macleod, Taber, 
Claresholm and several other points 
on the prairie “slipped in the hack” 
and failed to send any rinks to up-^ 
hold the honor of their town in this 
big annual event. Fernie and Bel¬ 
levue, the latter the “baby” club 
of the association, more than did 
their share to make this year’s ‘spie!

Real sport is to bo found in games participated in by tho I 
ixmsseij of tho people for the downright fun of one thing and for the recrea¬ 
tion thereby enjoyed. But in the modern mad race for money, even the ! 
pastimes of people have been commercialized, and today, instead of people en- i 
gaging in games themselves, and deriving pleasure therefrom and gaining' 
physical strength and better-health, they pay fancy prices to sit in the grand- i 
stand and cheer themselves, hoarse over the exploits of a few high salaried 
experts. 

The old days when the corner lot ball teams vied with one another, and | 
t ie town commons -was the scene of a spirited game of lacrosse or football 1 
have gone Into the discard. Tho youth of the present do not appear to play j 
games for the game’s sake, and for their own recreation and betterment, but 1 
are content to watch from the sidelines and bleachers. 

In sport the present generation has degenerated and harked back to tho j 
decadent days of Rome when the arenas were packed with a multitude watch- 
ing the performance of a few gladiators. It was a sign of. the beginning j 
of the end lor Rome bt old. Tho Duke of Wellington has been credited with 
,h - stat f m, ' nt that tUo Battle of Waterloo,was won on the playing fields of! 
r-tou. Today, however, the newspapers tell of th e fifty or one hundred thou- j 
satui spectators watching two teams of professional players.

Then the idea of com- i 
mercializiug ihe game was couceived, and its blighting effect is seen in tiie 1 
practical disappearance of the game. 

Canada’s winter game, hockey, is going the same way. Professionalism I 
flourishes for a while, kills tho amateur gamo.jmd in killing off amateur j 
sport likewise kills the goose that lays the golden egg, because without active 
amateur sports the development of players comes to an end anil the supply of 
Players for professional ranks falls oft. 

It has been thought that professional baseball was m thoroughly well or-1 
gauized and so deeply entrenched in the United States that it could withstand | 
almost anything. But a. recent survey of baseball mado for.the National 
Amateur Athlete Federation has established beyond dispute that -even* base- 
ball is sltpping.” Major League matches have approached amateur agencies i 
offering cooperation for reviving sport because they foresee a famine of 
players. * 4 -v . - 

It is seen, therefore, that the advent of professionalism not only kills j 
tm- sporting ins limns of t.lu p-ople, turning them into namby-pamby "rooters" 
tor a group of paid, entertainers instead of active participants in the game; 
themselves-, but it is demoralizing to the games as such. So long as a city! 
or- town maintains a professional baseball'or hockey team, the amateur game ! 
suffers, but with the professional teams out of tho way, amateur teams multi- J 
ply, "the game itself flourishes, and the stamina, physique and health of the I 
youth improves. The truth of this statement has been demonstrated ovet and I
